London, May 17.—Lord Roberts cun- 
npoes passive at Kronstad, His cavalry 
are stretching like a semi-circular 
sorecp wavy miles inlength, with over- 
lapping fanks. The Kronstad censor 
permits ¢he passage of long dispatches 

walling with incidents prior to the oc- 
eupation. 
iry had one lively fight afier crossing 
the Sand river, A mixed eqaadron 
composed of the Scots Greys, the Innis 
Sorbineers and Australian 
horse, took a kopje and dismounted. 
The Poers suddenly fired from a con- 
wal d position, killing many horses 
aud stampeding the rest. The Boers 
then advanced in overwhelming nam- 
ind drove off the sqaadron, cap- 
come, The Boers robbed the 
vad and looted the saddles. Finally
